‘Cooperating with the National Bu- 
reau of Census, Washington, D. C., 
and driving to secure an accurate 
count of the city’s population, the Al- 
bany City Council Monday night 
passed a resolution empowering City 
Engineer H. I. Dygert to draw ana 
section maps for presentation to the 
Census Bureau. 


Lead by a suggestion made by Pro 
fessor O. W. Campbell of the Uni- 
versity of California Public Adminis- 
tration Bureau, Councilmen moved to 
follow the policy of several other cities 
and make preparations to subdivide 
the city into small sections in orde 
that an accurate census could be tak- 
en for 1o4o and continued in future 
years, 


Previous census counts, Professor 
Campbell said, have been confused by 
the movement of population in area 
too large to allow accurate check. 


The division of the city it was said, 
will include all property within the 
corporate limits of Albany with the 
now sparsely populated area west of 
the Southern Pacific Railway tracks 
to be included. 


Councilmen indicated that they 
will ask the Chamber of Commerce 
and other interested citizen groups, 
to meet with them next week when 
division plans are laid.
